PREVIOUS ACTION

The Board of County Commissioners approved a donation of two vehicles for similar use
onMarch 15,2076.

BACKGROUND

The Washoe County Sheriffs Office was approached by local officials ofthe United
States Marshals Service offering to provide the SherifPs Office an outfitted vehicle at no
cost to the County. The vehicle will be placed into service and used in operations to
apprehend dangerous fugitives residing and/or hiding in Northem Nevada.
